Having received from you on the 2ith of June |

Alshatigh the varlity of stibjuots vovered in
the very excellent aod vigorous declaration of
principles adopted by the Iate convontion pro-
hibis, upon an occaston calling for brevity of
wxpresion, that (il elnboration of which they
are sceptible, D avall mysell of party usage
to slgulfy wy approval of the varlous resoli-
tlond of the platform, and to discoss thom
Briciy.

The resolutions of the plutform declaring for
& levy of stich dutles “as to nliord security Lo
our diversitled industries, and protection tw the
rights and wages of tho laborer, 1o the end that
nebive snd Intelligent Jabor, ay well i eapltil,
may liave (i Just awird, aod the laboring man
his full share In the national prosperity,”
moects my hearty approval.

If there bo s natlon on the face of the earth
which might, If It were a desiralile thing,
bulld w wall upon Ik overy boundary Hne,
deny communion to all the world, and proceed
tolive upon ity own resourees nnd productions,
thit oatlon {8 the Unlted States, Thire s
hardly o leghthmate necossily of vlvillzed coms
wmunitlies which onnnot b produded from the
extraordinary resolirces of our severnl states
and terrjlaries, with thelr manufuctories, minos,
farmne, tHmbor lauds, and water wiys, This
clroumstance, taken In conncotion with the
fuct that our form of government s entirely
unique among the nations of the world, makes
It utterly abwurd to institute comparisons be.
tween our own eeonomio systems and those of
other governments, and especially to attempt
to borrow systems from them,  Wostaud slone
in our clreamstances, our furoes, our possibill-
Hes, nnd our axpivations,

In all Wuccesstul government it iy a prime
requisite that eapital and labor should be
upon the hest torosy and that both  should
eujoy the highest attaliabls prosperity, I
there be a disturbianco of the Just balanee be-
twueen thom, ane or the other suffers, and dis-
sotisfuction follows, which I8 harmful to
both.

The lessons furnished by the comparatively
short history of our own nitional 1ife have
been o much overlooked by our people. The
fundmnental article In the old demoeratie
ereud proolulmod almost absolute free trude,
and this, oo, no more than a quarier of w eons
tury ngo, The low condition of our national
orvdit, the flnanelal and business uncortaln.
tled nnd general Inok of prosperily under that
aystemn, ein be rememberod by every man now
o middle Hfi.

Although in the great number of reforms in-
stituted by the republican party sufliclont
ereidit has not been publiely wwarded to thate
of tarkll reform, s benellts hitve, nevertheless,
been felt theonghont tho lund. The priociple
underiying this moendnre has beon in precess of
gradunl development by the republican party
during the compamtively brlef perlod of Its
power, and to-day s portlon of s antlgimted
demotrutle oppotients make vnwilling conees-
slon to the correctness of the dootrine of an
equitably adjusted proteotive tarill® by follow-
ing slowly In lts footsteps, though a very long
Wity in the rear

The prinoiple involved Is one of no great ob-
soutity, and ean be readily comprehended by
any Intelligent porson calmly reflveting upon
i, The politieal nud sovial systoms of some of
onr teedecompeting  natlons have created
workiog dlussos miserable In tho extreme,
Thuy recelve the morest stipend forthedr dally
toll, nnd In the great expense ofthe neees.
tles of Hie. are deprived of those comtves of
elothing, bousing, and  health-produeing
food with  which wholesome mental aod
soclnl retreptions con alone make existetce
Bappy snd destruble,

Now, ifthe products of those conntries aro
o be placed “in our markets, alongside of
American products, elther the Amerlean capl-
tanlt st sutier o his legltimate profits, or
he must wnke the Ameriean laborer suffer, in
the attempt o compete with thy specles of
Inbor above reforred (o, 10 the case of o sub-
sbintial reductlon of pay, there ean be no com-
perating advantages e the American lnborer,
becauve the artlvles of dafly eonsumption
which e dses=with the oxeyption of articles
not produeed In the United States, nnd easy of
Biling wpeclinlly provided for, as collee and tea—
are grown inour own eountry, aud would not
be affected in price by a loworing 1o dutles.
